London, May 4.—Virtually all 
forms of industry were at a stand- 
still today in the first general strike 
in the history of the British Isles. 
Millions of workers were facing 
their first day without wages. Just 
how many it is impossible to esti- 
mate at present for besides 
actual strikers called out by the 
Trades Union Congress at midnight 
last night, thousands of non-strikers | 
have been thrown. out of work 
through the inability of their con-| 
cerns to function, 


The health and food services are | 
jcontinuing, partly because of the 
provisions made by the Trades Un- 
ion Congress and partly through the 
great government organization, 
formed for the transportation of 
| foodstuffs and other necessaries of 
| life so that there may be a minimum 
| of suffering, 


Apart from emergency trains, 
scarcely a wheel is turning on the 
great net-work of railways. The 
tramways, busses and other normal 
for msof transport have ceased op- 
j erations, The coal, iron and allied 
industries have closed down. The 
workers supplying gas and. electric- | 
ity for power purposes are idle and 
all buildings, other than for hous- | 
ing and hospital work, stopped. |

REPORT—ISSUED BY DE- 


PARTMENT OF AGRICUL- 
TURE, GOVERNMENT OF AL- 
BERTA, EDMONTON, MAY 1, 
1926 


Seeding of wheat is from 50 to 75 
per cent, completed in the southern 
districts of the province, and from 
25 to 50 per cent. in the central 
and northern districts. The Peace 
River district, however, reports 
seeding practically completed. Some 
of the new crop is already showing 
above ground in the earlier dis- 
tricts, and growth apparently is 
very rapid. Seeding of other crops 
is general. The soil generally, is in 
good shape and seeding is progress- 
ing rapidly. 

The weather has been hot and 
dry over most of the province, al- 
though a few showers have fallen 
in the more northern districts.
